(2) The "bull hornt® machin® gun is probably an automatic rifle or light
machine gun modelled after the Rren gun, so called because the magazine
projects upward and forward in a manner similar t2 a bull's horn.

(3) 0il machine guns may possibly be an imitation of the American Ah5-cal
sub-machine gun M~3, known as the "grease gun".

25x1 |_—1_F|_ngn:go The gun referred to may also possibly be onc of
several standard Japsnese models of Hotchkiss tyre in 6.5wm or 7.7um,
squipped with a lubricating pad snd oil reservolr on the feed meche
anism.

{4) OGrenade throwers are possibly the Jaoanese Model 10 or ¥odel 20 50-mm
grenade discharger, familiarly known as the "knee mortar?,

(5) M~79 is the Chinese designation applied to the Chinese~manufactured
copy of the German 7.9mm Mauser military rifle.

(6) Tae M54 and M=70 rifles could not be more specifically identified.
